Outside the populous suburbs there 


are many rural and less settled dis-

Francisco, written on a sheet having 
the Palace Hotel 
letterhead and en- 


closed in -an envelope bearing the Oc- 
cidental Hotel stamp. 


The communication is addressed to 


"The Alleged Board of Health, Oak- 
land, California." It reads as follows: 


".SAN FRANCISCO, 
"July 2oth, 1S9S. 


"No. 9 Geary street. 


"Dr. Dunn:—I learned yesterday that 


you were inspired by that (lend, sec- 
retary of ex-Board, to refuse a burial 
permit on a death certificate signed by 
me. I simply want to say to you- now 
that, you have made the mistake of 
your life.
